SATTERWEITE'S FEE BILL. 
Mr. Satterwhite has introduced a bill 
which provides for the levying of fees for 
every process of litigation or transfer of 
property, after the fashion of bygone 
days. It is very clearly established by ex­ 
perience that the fee system is in principle 
and practice objectionable, costly, vexa­ 
tions and bad. All legislation for several 
years past has been in the direction of its 
abandonment, and the substitution of fixed 
and stated salaries for every kind of office­ 
holder. 
In litigation it must be the aim 
of wise legislation to simplify instead of 
complicating the various processes of 
Court, and the same remark applies to the 
tranfer of realty. There is no justification 
in these days for a reversion to the 
old practice of unnecessary and extor­ 
tionate fees, and the Legislature ought not 
to tolerate such a proposition. The peo­ 
ple of California have repeatedly declared 
thoir determination that the fee system 
should be abolished, and it therefore 
should be left to the fate pronounced upon 
it. Whatever is done in the matter of 
fees henceforth should be in the line of 
eliminating the last remnants of them. 
The fee system is an unbusinesslike method 
of transacting public business. 
It is 
provocative of dishonesty, extortion, and 
loss to the public. It tends to make 
litigation a mere machinery for the 
enrichment of lawyers and officials. 
It is based upon the barbarous idea 
that people who go to law ought to be 
punished for seeking relief from the Courts. 
Enlightened legislation strives, on the con­ 
trary, to make legal processes as simple 
and easy as possible, and especially aims at 
counteracting that selfish and anti-popular 
disposition too commonly observed among 
lawyers to make the process of the Courts 
a kind of occult art, not to be attempted 
without deadly risk by the uninitiated. 
Senator Sattcrwhite has made a mistake in 
attempting to revive the old fee system, 
and we trnst the Judiciary Committee will 
report against his bill. 


PUBLICATION OF THE DEBATES. 
Senator Grove L. Johnson yesterday in­ 
troduced a bill which provides for the 
transcription and publication of the short­ 
hand notes taken of the transactions and 
debates of the late Constitutional Conven­ 
tion. The Constitution having been ratified, 
the considerations which led its framers to 
adopt its provisions acquire a higher im­ 
portance than they appeared to possess 
while the Convention was current. The 
bill introduced by Hr. Johnson appears to 
have been carefully drawn, and sufficiently 
guarded to prevent jobbery and to secure 
the completion of the work at an inconsid­ 
erable cost to the State. It is also confi­ 
dently asserted that enough copies of the 
published volumes can be sold to reim­ 
burse the cost of their publication, or at 
least so far reduce the net outlay as to 
leave no reasonable ground of opposition 
on the score of economy.. Aside from this, 
however, there is no good reason why these 
indispensable records in the political and 
judicial history of the State should not 
be preserved. The bill will no doubt be­ 
come a law. 


The German who shot himself through 
the heart on Thursday last in East Oak­ 
land, and whose remains were removed to 
the morgue, has been identified by 
his wife. His name is Fred. Ungermann. 
He was a tailor by occupation and resided 
in San Francisco. 


The recent sale of 50,000 shares of Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad stock has given rise to 
much coirment aud speculation. On this 
coast it has been suggested in some quar­ 
ters that the transaction marks the iucep- 
tion of a change of policy on the part of 
the original owners of the road, and that in 
fact they are contemplating the transfer of 
the entire property to other hands. So far 
as can be ascertained there is no ground 
for this theory, and it would probably not 
have been entertained but for the general 
recognition of the fact that the treatment 
hitherto accorded the prosent managers of 
the road has not been calculated to de­ 
velop in them a very hearty enthusiasm 
for the work they have been identified 
with. It is indeed not a little curious to 
note the many expressions of uneasiness 
and apprehension elicited by the idea that 
these men may he about to withdraw from 
the transportation business, when we re­ 
member with what malevolence and fe­ 
rocity they have been so often hounded in 
the community that now seems so prompt 
to perceive the loss their retirement would 
inflict upon it. Bnt we do not apprehend 
that the policy suggested has been within 
their thoughts in making this sale of stock. 
The probability is that it has been decided 
upon v ith strict reference to the rapid ex­ 
pansion of the great network of railroads 
now developing under their hands. The 
amount of stock sold is ot itself compara­ 
tively insignificant. It does not in any de­ 
gree weaken the control of the original 
holders over the Central Pacific. Its prin­ 
cipal use undoubtedly is to extend the 
interest in the property, and to secure 
for it a broader financial basis. At the 
same time the transaction supplies fresh cap­ 
ital for use in the completion of the South- 
'ern Pacific, that magnificent enterprise 
which was begun apparently so far in ad­ 
vance, of the needs of commerce and set­ 
tlement, but which has already stimulated 
long dormant territories to new life, aud 
has itself created the germs of a business 
the magnitude and value of which are now 
beginning to be realized. No railroad of 
such consequence has ever before been 
built with so little parade as the Southern 
Pacific, and no railroad, not even tlia Cen­ 
tral Pacific, has before it so splendid a 
future. 
Passing almost along its whole length 
over a country free from formidable en­ 
gineering difficulties and heavy grades; 
secured by its geographical alignment 
against these climatic vicissitudes which 
render the operations of the Central Pacific 
so costly ; it traverses a series of the richest 
and most productive regions on the earth, 
and finds its natural terminus on the shores 
of the Gulf of Mexico, within easy and 
convenient reach of the principal marts of 
the Atlantic States and Europe. Over this 
easy and safe and certain route the vast 
harvests of California will presently he 
carried to the seaboard, thence to be trans­ 
ported by large and swift steamers to the 
waiting markets of Liverpool and Lon­ 
don. 
The facilities for carrying grain 
in bulk on specially constructed hin­ 
cara, over this route, are self-evident, 
aud the grades are so easy that the cost of 
operation will permit of successful compe­ 
tition with ocean carriage. This, however, 
is but one of the functions which the 
Southern Pacific is destined to perform. 
It will develop the rioh mining regions of 
the country through which it passes. It 
will cause the settlement and cultivation 
of hitherto neglected fertile areas. It will 
people New Mexico ar.d Arizona and Colo­ 
rado, and all the broad stretch of country 
down to the Gulf. It will unlock a thou­ 
sand treasure-houses which have lain use­ 
less up to the present time because of the 
lack of transportation. It will replace the 
lawlessness and barbarism of frontier life 
with the order and healthy growth of 
civilization. It will create new markets 
for California, immeasurably extend the 
field of enterprise and commerce for her 
merchants aud capitalists; raise San Fran­ 
cisco to a far higher eminence than she 
could have reached in a century without 
this assistance ; provide work and pros­ 
perity for hundreds of thousands of indus­ 
trious hands ; hind the East, the West and 
the South together more firmly than ever, 
and put fresh life into every Pacific coast 
undertaking. In many respects it may be 
said that the Southern Pacific offers greater 
opportunities and promises larger returns, 
direct and indirect, than the Central, and 
it is therefore not surprising that its far- 
seeing projectors should lie desirous of 
pushing it to completion with all the means 
at their disposal. 
The idea that the two great trunk lines 
may interfere with one another is a super­ 
ficial one. It can only be entertained by 
such as fail to grasp the possibilities, nay, 
the certainties, of the future. It must be 
realized that the Pacific coast, aud almost 
the entire country through which the 
Southern Pacific passes, is as yet only 
thinly sprinkled with inhabitants. A hun­ 
dred and fifty millions of people could find 
ample room and verge enough in this vast 
territory, and in the natural course popu­ 
lation must increase in the future with 
constantly accelerating speed. The pro­ 
duction of wealth from the mining regions 
now about to be opened to steady develop­ 
ment for the first time, can of course he 
only conjectured, but it is believed that 
there are lodes richer tham the Comstock 
in that scarcely touched mineral belt. 
The tendency of all settlement to extend 
itself, and to attract capital and popula­ 
tion, is well known, and the growth of the 
territories crossed by the new railroad is 
therefore certain to bo sxvift and steady. 
No enterprise so full of significance for 
California has been ever projected, and 
this great work is already well on its way 
toward completion. The vital importance 
to this coast of having such an undertak­ 
ing in the hands of Californians is ap­ 
parent 
a glance. It mr.kc3 all the dif­ 
ference between a policy of which the 
aggrandizement of this coast is the main 
object, and one aiming at the aggrandizi 
ment of the South or the East. It is 
upon this great railroad that the builders 
of the Central Pacific are now concen­ 
trating their energies and their capital, 
and we have no doubt that one 
cause of their recent sale of Central Pa­ 
cific stock was the desire to avail them­ 
selves of every opportunity to push the 
Southern Pacific, and above all to secure 
for it the control of the through traffic to 
the Gulf. This may be said to be practi­ 
cally accomplished now by the arrange­ 
ments which are in course of execution, 
and it must give to California not only a 
second trunk connection with the East, 
but a connection the operation of which 
will be fully controlled by men intimately 
associated with the interests of the Pacific 
coast, and who can be trusted to maintain 
those interests against the greed and ra­ 
pacity of outside speculators and schemers. 


John Bright is reported as saying in a 
recent speech that if the English Govern­ 
ment expresses the national sentiment in 
its foreign policy, the people ought ta re­ 
nounce Christianity, and not longer en­ 
deavor to unite Christian profession with 
heathen practice. But if Mr. Bright had 
reflected a little he would have perceived 
that this union of Christian profession and 
heathen practice is no novelty ; that, in 
fact, it is as old as Christianity. The na­ 
tions which have professed that religion 
have never refrained from the pursuit of 
governmental policies in open contraven­ 
tion of its doctrines and precepts, and 
many of the most hideous crimes against 
humanity recorded in history have been 
perpetrated with all solemnity iu its name. 
It is therefora rather impractical and vis­ 
ionary in Mr. Bright to bring forward 
such an assertion as this. Regarded as 
a political argument it strikes us as singu­ 
larly deficient in point and judgment. 
England is doing nothing more than every 
Government in Christendom has always 
done : nay, she is doing very much less, iu 
point of heathenism, than most of them 
have been ready to do. Nor is the propo­ 
sition to fashion state policy in accordance 
with the Sermon on the Mount, to be 
hailed as specially apposite. Supposing 
England was to take Mr. Bright at his 
word 7 Supposing she was to attempt the 
role of a meek aud lowly power, turning 
her cheek to the smiter, refraining from all 
aggression, giving away her substance in 
charity,—how long would she last ? Sup­ 
pose France, or Germany, or Russia, or 
Austria, was to adopt the distinctively 
Christian policy to-day, how long would it 
be before that country was enslaved ? 
Really, Mr. Bright, we are compelled to 
be ashamed of you. 
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LOWELL FOR MINISTER TO ENGLAND. 
The nomination of James Russell Lowell 
as Minister to England has been learned 
with great satisfaction in the country to 
whose court the distinguished poet and 
critic is to be accredited. The appoint­ 
ment is one which commends itself to all 
cultivated intelligences as one eminently 
fit to be made. Mr. Lowell will repre­ 
sent America at her best. 
He will 
uphold American genius, scholarship, 
culture, refinement, knowledge of the 
world, in a society where each and 
all of the3e qualifications is sure to be 
needed, and where the lack of any 
of them would discredit the nation 
whose envoy he is. The practice of choos­ 
ing our mo3t distinguished men for posi­ 
tions of this kind is one which has had such 
satisfactory results in the past that it may 
be hoped it will be adhered to hereafter. 
We are glad that President Hayes has had 
the sagacity and enlightenment to make 
this selection, though it is only fair to him 
to say that his diplomatic appointments 
generally have been exeeed'ngly judicious, 
aud have evinced a very earnest purpose 
to raise the morale of that service. 
A GOOD IDEA. 
Representative Davis is understood to 
be preparing a bill to increase the tariff 
upon opium. Though tariffs generally are 
obnoxious, the use of opium is so injurious 
that the Government is warranted in put­ 
ting a prohibitory duty upon it. Nine­ 
teen-twentieths of all imported at San 
Francisco is used by the Chinese for smok­ 
ing. If they are so wedded to the drug 
that they will not do without it, they may 
very well be made to pay handsomely for 
the privilege of poisoning themselves. But 
it is not only the Chinese who nowadays 
use opium. It is being more aud more 
extensively smoked by white people on 
this coast, and with far inoro swift and 
disastrous effects than are seen upon the 
Chinese. Under the circumstances, there­ 
fore, it might he in the line of public 
policy to clap a much heavier duty upon 
it than Mr. Davis seems to have thought 
of, though if it were possible to discrimi­ 
nate between the intended uses of the pur­ 
chasers it would be still better to prohibit 
its importation for other than medicinal 
purposes.

W a s h in g to n , January 20th.—Representa­ 
tive Davis to-day introduced the bill fore­ 
shadowed in tkese dispatches last night, pro­ 
viding for an increase of tariff duty on rice 
to four cents per pound, aud on nut-oil 
twenty five cents per gallon. He also intro­ 
duced a bill imposing a duty of three cents 
per pound on mustard seed, the rate formerly 
collected before it was placed on the free list, 
and which Davis proposes to restore in the 
interest of the California production ; also a 
bill extending until next year the time allowed 
by the Act of 1874 for stamping unstamped 
documents. Davis’foreshadowed bill for the 
taxation of the manufacture of opium in this 
country was l.ot introduced to day, on ate >unt 
of a delay at the Treasury Department in 
furnishing certain information required to 
perfect its details, but it will be ready for in­ 
troduction before next Monday. 
Representative Pacheco introduced a du­ 
plicate of the bill heretofore presented by 
Senator Booth, opening to pre emption and 
settlement the lands within one mile of Camp 
Independence, now excluded from settlement 
under the general law, although no longer re­ 
quired for military purposes. Pacheco will 
shortly introduce a bill providing for the im­ 
provement of the harbor of Santa Barbara, 
and is now collecting argumentative data of 
various kinds to accompany and support it 
before the Committee on Commerce. 
The decisive vote—17”> against 62—by which 
the House of Representatives to-day adopted 
Judge Kelly’s resolution declaring that the 
negotiation of a commercial treaty fixiDg the 
rates of tariff duty, without the concurrence 
of the House of Representatives, would be in 
violation of the Constitution, is a hard blow 
to the Chotteau project, and possesses addi­ 
tional significance from the fact that industri­ 
ous efforts have been made since last Monday 
to diminish the unavoidable majority by ab­ 
senteeism or other indirect means, so as to 
cause the resolution to fail for want of the 
requisite two thirds. 
Governor Litkin, of Colorado, was on the 
floor of the House to day, and had a long con­ 
sultation wiih Representative Belford touch­ 
ing the Lite Indian question. 
Charles Franc’s A laraq Jr., of Massachu­ 
setts, will be heard by the House Committee 
on Commerce to-morrow, in opposition to the 
Reagan interstate commerce bill. 
The Star says : Senator Sharon has taken 
the pains to deny that he has drawn a cent of 
his pay for the present Congress. 
Senator Blaine is expect d to arrive in 
Washiogton to-morrow, aud take his seat for 
the first time this eeason. 
T h e P a c ific ICallroatl Combination a n d 
(lie Isthmus taual. 
New York, January 26th.—The Commer­ 
cial Bulletin, regarding the Pacific Railroad 
combination, says: Great as is this union, it 
is thought only to be a fore runner of a still 
larger one, which will take place in the 
Wabash system of roads, and possibly the 
Southern Pacific and Texas Pacific. It is 
not unlikely, either, that the Central Pacific 
will eventually come into the consolidation, 
that company, as well as the Vanderbilt sys­ 
tem of roads, being now in harmony with the 
Gould system, which includes the roads yes­ 
terday consolidated, as well as the roads 
known as the Wabash system. 
The same paper has a statistical article, 
showing that by the time the Isthmus Canal is 
opeued the tonnage that may be expected to 
avail itself of the Darien route will amount to 
from two and a half to three millions yearly ; 
that the canal will cost $260,000,000 at least, 
the interest on which would call for an annual 
net income for meeting all expenses of §15,­ 
600,000. Now De Lesseps, carefully consid­ 
ering what shipping could afford to pay, fixes 
his tolls at §3 per ton of vessel tonnage. Ac­ 
cepting this excessive rate, his total income 
u|ic.n 3 000,000i f tonnage would be §0,000,000, 
or §6,600,04)0 short of the interest charges, to 
say nothing of the wot king expenses. To all 
men of bu-iness there Tacts will condemn the 
scheme as the wildest of financial impossi­ 
bilities, and it is inconceivable how the Paris 
bankers could employ their influence with 
the French public to foist upon them such a 
worthless investment. De Lesseps here 
strikes a difficulty that he can by no possi­ 
bilities of a reasonable estimate snrmount, 
and we cannot but think that when he comes 
to compare his sanguine hopes with the cool 
calculations of his finances, he will subside 
into a state of disgusted disappointment. 
Fire in the Brookljn Psailonllary. 
N ew York, January 26th.—A large fire is 
reported in the shoe shop of the Brooklyn 
Penitentiary. The prisoners are secure. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
New York, Januatw 26th.—The shoe shop 
of the Kings County Penitentiary, at Brook­ 
lyn, took fire in the loft to-day. As soon as 
the flames were discovered the prisoners were 
ordered to quit work and fall into line, even 
while tho machinery was in fall operation, 
for the engineer in the lower part of the 
building was ignorant of the fire above. The 
prisoners had been at work about two hours, 
ami were promptly marched back to the 
prison. Many were ignorant of any fire in 


the building. The shoe shop is iardated from 
the Penitentiary, and stands about 500 feet 
north of it, but is surrouuded by high stone 
walls. Some of the short-term prisoners, 
who simply had themselves sent up fur the 
purpose of passing the winter, were detailed to 
aid the keepers in extinguishing the tire. An 
alarm had been sent out in the meantime. The 
flames spread so rapidly that the keepers 
found the-’r efforts to check them useless, and 
turned their attention to saving the made-up 
stock, which they threw out of the windows. 
The Bay State Shoe and Leather Company 
leased the prison labor. They are therefore 
the owners of all the stock, fixtures and ma­ 
chinery, and the loss falls on them. The fire 
department hurried to the scene; also the 
police reserves of the neighboring precincts, 
and a mounted squad. The prisoners were 
overjoyed, especially the women, at the pros­ 
pect of a season of idleness. “No more 
work,” they shouted. Though the building 
was constructed ot stone, there was so much 
woodwork about it that the flames found 
plenty of fuel, and volumes of fire were Eoon 
pouring from the windows. The firemen 
worked to good advantage, but in spite of 
their efforts the building, which is a three- 
story structure, was entirely burned, nothing 
beiug left at noon but the walls. It was 
erected ten years ago, and cost the county 
about §100,000. The Bay State Shoe anil 
Leather Company had a very large stock on 
band, and they estimate their loss at §200,­ 
000; insurance §265,000, distributed among 
fifty companies. 
Tito Territory or Pem bina—Proposed Me­ 
morial to Custer. 
N EW YORK, January 26th.—The Sun says : 
The bill to create the Territory of Fembina 
out of the northern half of Dakota not only 
provides for a temporary government and 
Courts of law, but specifically that the land

to the Indian wars which have marked the 
early history of the Territory.

New Y o rk , January 26th.—A Washington 
special says : The feeling engendered in the 
Board of Indian Commissioners on account 
of the charges preferred against Commissioner 
Hayt will probably end either in the removal 
of that official or the resignation of one or 
more members of the Board. President 
Bars tow, of the Board, has been an enthu­ 
siastic friend of Hayt. Barstow is Chairman 
of the sub-committee appointed by the Board 
to investigate Hayt. This sub committee 
will report, exonerating Hayt from Fisk’s 
charges. The resolution introduced into the 
Senate, calling upon Schurz for information 
if any members of the Board has been inter­ 
ested in a contract for furnishing supplies to 
the Indian officers, is aimed at Barstow, who 
is President of the Barstow Stove Manufac­ 
turing Company of Rhode Island, which is 
alleged to have a contract with Hayt for fur­ 
nishing stoves to the Indian officers.

The Seminations for Census Supervisors 
C hicago, January 20th.—The Journal's 
Washington special says: The Democratic 
Senators had another informal caucus to-day 
to decide upon some action in reference to the 
nominations for Supervisors of Census.

Several Democratic 
Senators said positively that a number of re­ 
jections are certain to be made—all Republi­ 
cans. M asonic D iscoveries In E gypt. 
N ew Y ork, January 27th—a. m.—The 
World's cable from Alexandria says : Dr. 
Fanton, a highly instructed Mason, has fin­ 
ished a careful examination of the founda­ 
tions of the obelisk, and confirms Lieutenant- 
Commander Garringe’s discovery of Masonic 
emblems, which establish the relations of 
many ancient Egyptian monuments. Fan­ 
ton declares that the Hiram version of Ma­ 
sonry, which originated with the construc­ 
tion of Solomon’s Temple, is disproved 
by the revelations: of the foundations of the 
obelisk. The Masonic emblem of Life and tbe 
Sun, beyond donbt, is identical with tbe 
monument of the Egyptian God Osiris. This 
proves that Masonry originated with the con­ 
struction of the Pyramids, or at least with a 
far remoter period tiian the construction of 
the Obelisk. A number of blocks compris­ 
ing tbe foundation, as well as their position 
and arrangement, indicate that the ancients 
were familiar with the higher degrees of Ma­ 
sonry, at least as high as the Eighteenth De­ 
gree. Many peculiar emblems, not un­ 
derstood by Garringe, were fully ex­ 
plained 
by I anton from a Masonic 
point of view. This discovery furnishes 
a clue to other important discoveries, 
not only under the fallen obelisks, but also 
in other parts of Egypt, rendering probable 
a solution of the mystery of the construction 
of the Pyramids. Among the discoveries 
was found a perfect cube, anti also emblems 
of all the Masonic foundations. Garringe, 
who is a member of the Masonic fraternity, 
entirely approves Fanton’s explanation, and 
gives this dispatch his entire approbation. 
The World says editorially of the above: 
“ We print the above as received, but readers 
of the World will do well to await a confirma­ 
tion of the particulars by Garringe.” 
FOREIGN A EM'S. 
The G ran t P a rty —E arth q u ak e S hacks. 
H avana, January 26th.—This was Mrs. 
Grant’s birthday. General Callejas dined 
with the Grant party, and the evening will 
be spent at the palace.

L ondon, January 2Gth.—John Bright, in 
his speech at Birmingham, Saturdny, suggest­ 
ed that Parliament appoint a Commission to 
go to Dublin, with power to sell the farms of 
landlords to the tenants who are willing to 
buy them, and advance three-fuurths of the 
purchase money therefor, the principal and 
interest to be repaid in thirty-five years. 
Such a measure Bright said he beliet ed would 
meet the wants and satisfy the desires of the 
Irish people. The Commission Is to assist 
the tenants to purchase whenever toe land­ 
lord was willing to sell. Bright recommends 
compulsory sales only where the land is 
owned by London companies or Guilds, as iu 
the case with a large tract near Londonderry. 
He expressed the convict'on, however, that 
if his plan were adopted self-interest or pub­ 
lic opiniou would soon compel individual 
landlords to sell to their tenants.

^ L ondon, J anuary 26th.—A dispatch from 
Cabul says: Casualties from battles aud sick­ 
ness have greatly weakened the actual 
strength of the regiments at the front.

JUtoUed, That any pupil attending the publle 
sehoola who shall be found to h ate m his possession 
a sling-shot, may be suspended by any Priaei al or 
by any teacher of the primary or intermediate 
schools, immediate notice of which shall be scut to 
the parent or guardian and Su[»erintendcnt, and 
said pupil shall only be readm itted by the Superin 
tendent or the Board of Education. 
Upon motion of M r. Butler a committee 
was appointed to confer with the City Trus­ 
tees, to obtain the passage of an ordinance to 
prevent the carrying of slingshots. 
Much 
damage was reported to have been done by 
them to school property. 
On motion of Mr. Hornblower, the Presi­ 
dent was instructed to report at the next 
meeting the rates of insurance now being 
paid upon school property, and also what 
rates can be obtained with other companies. 
Upon the subject of taxation for school 
purposes the coming year, the Finance Com­ 
mittee made two reports—a majority report 
recommending a tax of 30 cents on the §100, 
and Mr. Hornblower submitting a minority 
report calling for but 2S cents on the §100.

The W eather—Snow and Bain. • 
S a n F r a n c isc o, January 26th.—There was 
a snowy scene presented to the view on all 
sides of the bay this morning. The ground in 
Alameda county, from the summit of the in­ 
ner Coast range to the base, was clothed with 
snow which had fallen during the night, giv­ 
ing the country a decidedly wintry appear­ 
ance. In this city snow fell on the hills and 
remained there for some time after sunrise. 
On the flats and in the valleys in the city the 
flakes came down in the form of sleet. 
The 
fall of snow is a very rare occurrence in San 
Francisco. Yesterday, although the day was 
clear and the sun’s rays warm, the tempera­ 
ture was very low in the shade and the cold 
wind very penetrating. 
It continued so un­ 
til about midnight, when it set in to rain. At 
one time during the night the rain descended 
iu torrents. 
Davisvii.LE, January 26th.—It commenced 
snowing here about daylight.
